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DALLYING WITH AN URGENT STEP 


UCH, though not enough, is being said just now about 
the decline of religion in the Community. <A good 
deal of this centres round a single, though large. 

area—East London. But this geographical limitation is false. 
therefore misleading. In flaccidity of religious loyalties, 
in the dwindling authority of spiritual values, in the 


indifference, not to say contempt, for organised religion and 


those who direct it, the East End does not necessarily compare 
ii with other districts. It might even be argued that with all 
its failings it may possess more religious sincerity to the square 
sard than may be detected in any of the socially superior neigh- 
hourhoods to which so many of the Community have taken 
wing. It is necessary to bear this possibility in mind, lest in 
the glow of ardent self-righteousness we take distorted views 
of the problem that confronts us. 

Hlaving entered this caveat, however, we have to eall 
nttention to one vital aspect of the present situation. 
Our major trouble 1s not the sum total of evil condi- 
tions to which ~ Watchman”. and others draw attention 
this week. It is the apathy, irresolution, failure of construc- 
live initiative—call it what you will—whiclhi persists in 
the face of complaint and lamentation. Lot any one turn up 
the files of this paper. He will find the same tendencies and 
institutions pilloried there, and in almost identical language, as 
these which are assailed to-day. Take Jews’ College, for instance, 
referred to by “ Watchman” in his article. Almost from the 
date of its establishment it has been regarded as the “ugly 
dackling 
us dubbed it, years ago, the Communal Cinderella. but that 
was more an expression of amiable politeness than anything 
else, for attacks on its alleged inefticiency and its finished human 
products continued, year in and year out, and are with us, 
undiminished to-day. 

What does this signify but a certain ecommanal impotence, 
a paralysis of will-power—in short, something like a constitu- 
tional inability to lay resolute hands on a difficulty and set it 
right ?. We would like, in this connection, to draw particular 
attention to the sad and depressing story of the provosal to 


institute District Ministries, that is to say to appoint Ministers 


in certain areas, serving no particular Synagogue exclusively, 
bat with a general oversight of all the congregations in their 
locality amd of religious and spiritual affairs generally, taken in 
their broadest aspect. We cannot remember at the moment 
exactly when the proposal was first broached, and it would be 
a weariness of the flesh to try and calculate how many times it 
lias been referred to and commended in these columns since. 
fot because of inertia, or perhaps of hidden opposition that never 
comes to the surface, little that is practical ever results. Five- 
and-a-half years ago, indeed, a scheme on the lines mentioned was 
piaced before the Council of the United Synagogue and enthusi- 
astically received. There were to be District Ministries, com- 
prising a Senior Minister with one or more assistants. ‘The 
whele district would be his province, and his influence and 
interest should extend to every Jew and Jewess therein.” But 
the Council was warned that “they were not proposing any 
sudden changes.” That warning was highly prudent. Close 
on four-and-a-half years elapsed before anything was heard of 
the idea again. Nothing “sudden” there! Then, in December 


1985, the plan re-appeared. The Council was asked to approve, 


and did approve, in principle, the creation of a District or 
‘egional Ministry for South London, and it authorised the Hon. 
Officers to take steps to give effect to the plan if possible 
within a year.” But the time limit has appxyrently proved too 
short, for there is no District Ministry yet for South London, 
A hint was also given as to further schemes for other areas. 
Bat as to what has happened to them history speaketh not. 
The motto of the United Synagogue is man never is, but 
ilways to be, blessed! 

Yet, there are many virtues in the proposal. It would give us 
‘nunrber of real spiritual leaders not tied down to the routine 
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of the family of communal institutions. Some of. 
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duties of a single Synagogue appointment, and in the case, at all 
events, of the Senior Minister, free, one would suppose, from the 
niggling interference of Synagogue honorary officers. We should 
have, for the first time, men of authority who could take’ wide 
views and insist on their being carried into effect; and Heaven 
knows how much that might mean in the way of so!id improve 
ment. These Ministers travelling their districts with an open 
mind could form fresh judgments as to the facts, religious and 
social, which they note, and from his vantage point of authority 
the Senior Minister at least could speak with a voice that might 
arouse the conscience and stimulate the will of the Community 
as nothing else will. Such men could act as unifying factors tn 
their areas and, if of the right stamp, ensure that our contacts 
with the non-Jewish world always redounded to the advantage of 
the Community, And the potential benefits do not end there. 
With posts of this deseription in the offing, young men of real 
ability, and with honourable aspirations to play a part on the 
stage of life, would find an inducement to enter the Ministerial 
profession which thes do not now POSSCSs. The old cry audainst 
our present Ministry that it does not attract the best men in the 
Community might gradually lose not a little of its validity, we 
might be on the way to relieving Jews’ College of some of the 
hostility attaching to it; and to equipping the Community 
with a first-class religious instrument the lack of which ts held 
to be at the bottom, very largely, of our present troubles and 
discontents. More, the creation of a Ministry, habituated to 
the exercise of power, and primed with knowledge of communal 
conditions ato tirst hand, would help us out of the 
difficulty, which will arise one dav, of finding it suecessor: to 
our Chiet IY tbbr when he retires

NAZISM FOR not intended for export. All that has been 
SPANISH MOROCCO known hitherto on that subject is flagrantly 


inconsistent with such statements, and an 
article on German encroachment in Spanish Morocco, contributed 
by a Special Correspondent to Tuesday's Times, puts their untruth 
beyond challenge.

An 
ingenious idea has been hit upon to facilitate a practical response 
It is that everybody with an account in bank, sayings bank or 
building society should on January 20th, the anniversary of the late 
King’s death, make over to the Fund the odd shillings and pence of 
his balance. The sacrifice entailed could obviously not be large, and 
if only some seven per cent. of the persons referred to submit to it, 
the benefit to the cause must be very considerable. We hope that 
many of our co-religionists will be among the number. Subscrip- 
tion forms can be obtained at any of the banks, etc., mentioned 
above. 


IN a speech last month, General Hertzog announced the inten 
tion of his Government to introluce legislation 
with the object of still further restricting 
immigration into the Union. This proposal 
follows. upon the increasing anti-Jewish 
agitation which has prevailed in the 
country, aud the General recognised in 
his speech the anti-Semitic bias which has been given by 
this propaganda to the immigration question. There can be 
little doubt, therefore, that however free the Government's intentions 
may be from feelings of this kind, the Bill may well have the effect of 
encouraging the agitators to intensify their bitter campaign. The 
General called upon his Jewish friends not to be misled: “ He who 
would not accommodate himself,” he argued, “ had no right to claim 
participation in a society in which he could not or with which 
he did not propose to associate himself. That,” he added, “ was

to any other person, race or sect who would wish to come and

General Hertzog 
asserted that “the stream of immigrants to South 
Africa is growing almost by the day.” But the Jewish 
Board of Deputies there, the counterpart of the Anglo-Jewish 
body of that name, point out that, according to official statistics, 
during the five years ended December 1935, the immigration of Jews 
from all countries averaged 900 persons per annum. Not a very 
staggering total, one would think! It is true there was an increase 
in the number of arrivals from Germany iu 1936, culminating inthe 
large figures of October last, thanks to the enforcement of new 
immigrant regulations in the following month. But these German 
Jewish immigrants:are described by the Board as persons of good

character, physique, and educational attainment and it is asserted 
that even in the short time since their arrival numbers of them 
have already created naw industries from which the older South 
African population has materialiy benefited.

than General Smuts, form one not irrelevant or immaterial guide!

“Re-call To Religion” 


By Watchman 


FORTNIGHT ago, the Primate broadcast to the nation what 

he described as “ A Re-call to Religion.” I bave been waiting 
to see whetber that simple and moving message would evoke some 
echo in our own Community, stir some reflective mood in relation 
to our own religious state. ut if anything has been said or 
written, it has escaped my notice. Yet, the Cbhristological references 
apart, practically all that the Archbishop said applied with as much 
force to our own Community as to the general body of our fellow- 
citizens. Parts of his address were, indeed, enforced by quotations 
from Jewish sources. Let us see what was the burden of his 
message. He was delivering, he said, a summonsto re-found our 
tife on the fear of God. The words of the wise man in Israel come 
to one's mind as one reads this call—" The fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom.” , .. “Are we,” Dr. Lang asked, “losing or 
fastening our hold on this foundation?’ His answer was clear 
and unhesitating. He pointed to the aggressive atheism rampant 


in Russia, He asserted that:in other countries the menace was 
less open but more insidious, for there--a side-long reference to 
Germany—the idols of race and State were being set up, even 
in the name of religion. And, coming nearer home, he asserted 
that “there is beyond question a drift away from religion.” 


k did not castigate the drifters. Their attitude was natural, 
almost inevitable. They were subjected to the all-pervading 
influence of a secular civilisation so complete, so rich in the 
resources of science, that it seemed to be all-suflicing: and to the 
influence of the new scientific outlook on the Universe and on man’s 
life within it which seems to see no place for a personal God, or for 
the inherent worth of the human soul. Above all, there were the 
ever-increasing haste and hurry and distraction of modern life. 
ciod was not so much denied as merely crowded out. Is there a 
single syllable in this analysis that does not hold good of many 
Jews? Assuredly. no! Nobody with ‘eyes to see will question the 
religious drift in the Jewish ranks. Nobody not bereft of hones! 
thought will deny that they have surrendered, many of 
them, heart and soul, to the all-snflicing secular civilisation 
and find no place for a personal God or for the value ol 
the human soul. And they have hastened and hurried with the 
hustlers, and crowded the Deity out of their thoughts. If a 
census could be taken of voung Jewry in these islands, how 
many would be found who regularly pray three times aday’ How 
many indeed of whom it could be truthfully said that a prayer even 
ceasionally passes their lips, apart from those appointed for certain 
holy days? The Synagogue is to them an archaic institution of 
which they rarely think. God,as an abiding presence, is unknown 
to them and to the homes in which they live. And spiritual 
values are relegated to a secondary place in their daily lives 
Even if they wished to recite the set Jewish prayers, only a minority 
probably, would be able to understand them, and many would be 
totally out of sympathy with some of the aspirations contained in 
them, which seem to them exotic and relics ofa dead age. And as for 
breathing their own prayers, spoken simply from the natural impulses 
of their hearts, they would hardly know how to shape their words, 


Goue will say: drift? irreligion? they are old cries. When, in 

Jewish history, have they not been raised? When, in 
Christian history, has Christianity been the deliberately adopted 
creed of the multitudes of its professed adherents? Where, then, 
the special need for a ve-call to religion in this age? Are we not 
unduly perturbed? And in any case, if will be added, even if 
other faiths wither and die, Judaism will survive, because it 
always has done in the past. These are specious arguments, 
against which we have to be on our guard. There is no 
reason in the apparent indifference as to whether few or many 
Jews remain loyal to their religion. Judaism was given not 
to a minority but to all Jews. Nor is there any substance in the 
reference to the past. It rests on the assumption that history 
always repeats itself, and that if the worst should threaten, an 
omnipotent Providence will always intervene and see to it that the 
old faith does not perish. We have no right to lay this particular 
burden on the Lord, and no certainty that even He conld carry out 
Hlis) purposes without human co-operation. Moreover, the 
theory that history always repeats itself is capable of proving 
a dangerous fallacy. There is no assurance that, because Judaism 
negotiated the rapids ten or a hundred times before, it will do so 
again. There may come such a combination of circumstances as 
will bring shipwreck, and I, for one, am by no means cobvinced 
that we are not confronted by it to-day. 


L 4st of all can Jews take up the fatalistic position that, after 

all, they are only the victims of world-wide influences affecting 
al creeds, that it is useless to fight against them, and that it is best 
to close one’s eyes and await the coming doom, if come it must, 
That indolent and easy-going view, for one thing, is treason to the 


» 


religious mission which is not only supposed te ennoble the 
Jew, but, in many eyes, is believed alone to justify his separate 
existence. It is also unfair to the nation among which he lives and 
which looks to the Jew, the heir of a great religious past and a 
great religious literature, to contribute to the spiritual life of the 
country. And it is definitely mischievous in that it overlooks the 
effects on the characters of the drifters themselves, with all that 
they mean to the Jew in respect of his own conduct and his rela- 
tionships with his fellow-citizens. “Whither are we moving?’ 
asked the Archbishop. It is a question that Jews may very well 
puttotbemselves. What kind of an English Jewry will evolve in one 
or two generations from now, if present tendencies are allowed to 
persist unchecked’ The answer is a frightening one. Certainly, 
no one could say with confidence that a Jewry divorced from faith 
and tradition would not, in the space of time mentioned. have 
drifted and inter-married itself almost out of existence. 


Wi \T is to be done? Somehow or othér, the religious agencies

Services are often scantily attended, and especially so by the young. 
Why is this? Largely, the causes are to be found in the inferences 
cnumerated by the. Archbishop. But those causes are allowed 
unduly to operate because the congregations of the United Syna- 
gogue are not equipped with a Ministry endowed with the magnetic 
personality that can impress and draw the youth. Let me give at any 
rate one example of sheer inconsiderateness also. I hope that it is 
not typical of the profession. An carnest and high-minded young man 
recentiy read a paper, composed alter much thought, to the literary 
Bociety of the Synagogue to which he belonged. Rightly or wrongly, 
it was much praised by those who took. part in the subsequent 
discussion. The Minister of the Synagogue apparently heard of 
these encomiums. Ile expresséd a wish to see the paper, and 
the author, much plea-ed by this evidence of ministerial interest, 
gratified the wish. .Days went by. Nothing was heard. Then one 
morning there was a kvuock at the young man’s door, and a messenger 
handed in the manuscript of the lecture, most of which projected 
from a small unclosed envelope into which it did rot fit. Not 
a word accompanied it, not a “thank you for letting me see 
this.” Later on,. the young man met .the Minister on. several 
occasions. Not a syllable from him, even of apology for the 
unceremonious and cavalier manner in which the paper had been 
returned. The Minister may have thought little of its merits. But 
a word of gentle criticism should not have been beyoud him and I 
know would not have been taken amiss. Instead, silence and dis- 
courtesy. Is this thoughtless conduct the way to retrieve the 
communal youth, or must its effect on youthful enthusiasms 
not be chilling in the extreme? 


VENTURE to say that unless we can create a Ministry in keen 
and ardent sympathy with the rising generation and _ not 
regarded by it as a body of men out principally for a livelihood, we 
may build as many Synagogues as we please, but one day they will 
be «deserted. And a beginning must be made with the root-and- 
branch reform of the seminary, Jews College, from which Ministerial 
recruits are mainly drawn.

The Arch- 
bishop claimed that there is, despite all, an instinct of religion and 
sound morality in the common heart, as well as an interest in 
religion, critical, impatient, yet sincere and yerhaps more wide- 
spread that ever before. What is needed, he added, is a new, 
deliberate and sustained endeavour to arrest the drift, to arouse

A GERMAN JEW SPEAKS 


Religious Repercussions of Nazism 


LOST SHEEP RETURN TO THE FOLD 


By A BERLIN JEW 


The following is a second article front the pen of a lead 
figure in the German-Jewish Community, who feels that the 
tate of German Jewry has a lesson for the Communities of all 
other countries to learn. The previous article appeared in last 


week 8 issue, 


The history of our people teaches us that we Jews have always 
shown a particular tendency to react to sulle ring, not only in a moral, 
but also in a religious sense. Thus the question arises: Did the events 
ot 1933 and the tribulations of the last few years affect or ennch the 
religious hfe of the German Jew in any wav? The preceding period of 
assumilation and of .seculamsation of all religious values might have 
led one to expect that the collapse ol spintual and intellectual 
ndencies would have produced change towards traditional 
or at least deeper religious sentiments. The question. is not easily 
answered, and its defimte solution will probably be reserved for the 
lustonan of later times. Nevertheless we will attempt here and now to 
cast a contemporary eve at this side of the problem. 

By a superlicial observer the question we have raised would 
easily be answered in the affirmative: all over the country the Syna- 
gogues have become, not only better tilled, but, in many cases, over- 
crowded, Young tabbis have, by thei COUTAGCOUS SeETINONS, achieved 
nh extraordinary measure of success and the German metropolis has 
produced ii type ot fashionable Rabbi whose Successes have reached 
such dimensions that their Synagogues have had, at times, to be closed 
by the police on account of overcrowding. 


Crowded Synagogues—The Reason 


On approaching these Inatters more closely, however, one tinds 
that the leat ver congrecations drawn to the >)" nagocues were partly also 
due to.the fact that German Jews found less and less opportunities 
for public assemblies and meetings. Most halls were barred to them, 
their meetings had to be held under police control, and in the end the 
Synagogue remained the only place where Jews could forgather 
comparatively undisturbed and without supervision and where they 
could satisfy their. sunple desire to be together. 

But if one observed these young and over-popular preachers il 
little closer, one noticed very soon that their preachings were in no 
sense religious, but, at most, national. They were completely imdifferent 
to the Word of God, and the best they had to give were moral values 
which at least might have the effect of bracing their listeners up 
momentarily and of letting them leave the place of worship somewhat 
comforted. ‘This attitude found a certain justification, since the attack 
on Judaism was not directed against its religious, but against its racial 
and national, side. It was a nationalistic attack and that rendered it 
but natural to react nationally, 


Nationalism and Religion 


All the same, one is bownd to ask: how did this come about? 
What are the reasons why in this awful time the superficial arguments 
of nationality made, for the moment at least, a stronger impression 
upon the German Jew than the consoling and. elevating influence 
emanating from the Word of God and His prophetic promises? It is 
true that in the conservative synagogues and in the small Copugrega- 
tions where Jews lived a completely isolated life in the seclusion of 
misery, the religious factor remained more alive. But as regards the 
populous cities, there cannot be any doubt that it was first and fore- 
most their demagogy which determined the success of these Rabbis. 

The reasons are not far to seek; they le in the secularisation, 
pushed to extremes during these last two decades, of Jewish life in 
Germany. Whilst even thirty vears ago German Jewry was divided 
into two camps, the Religious Liberals on one side and the Tradi- 
tionalists allied to the Zionists on the other, the picture has changed 
completely since the Great War, 
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Whilst Ziomsm in its classical period’ 


had, with a healthy instinct, acknowledged loyalty to the conservative 
groups of German Jews, the later Zionists reeognised that a compact 
with Religious Liberalism was not only possible, but promising of more 
success from the point of view of pprty politics. And from these 
circles came young reinforcements, ‘while the opposition of strict 
orthodoxy, both within and without their own camp, contributed to 
the suddenness with which this volte-face was executed. If.one were 
to skim through the leaves of the German Zionist Press of the last ter 
years it would not be difficult to fix the exact day on which German 
Zionism concluded this agreement with Liberalism, or, shall we say, 
with the Liberal idea. ‘ 

The whole thing was a heavy blow for Religious Judaism in 
Germany, because it completed its secularisation and bred those 
spiritual tendencies I have sketched. When the catastrophe of 1933 


happened, genuine religious Judaism, espeei®lly in Berlin, found itsel: 


in solitary isolation; there were but few who ened in the wilderness, 
and as to the great crowd one did not perceive any deeply religiou: 
transformation. German Jewry was stirred, but it did not awaken, 
And thus it remained. 


A Spiritual Revival 


Tn one respect, though, this must be qualitied. Even though the 
word of the Prophet was not accomplished: “ See, and days will corny 
when I shall cause a hunger in the land, not a hunger for bread ani! 
not a thirst for water, but a hunger to hearken unto the Word «©: 
the Lord !”—still, in one way did they certainly get hungry in 1933 
namely, hungry for the knowledge of all things Jewish. We will leave 
aside the movement for the study of the Hebrew language whic}; 
seized hold of all classes of German Jews and more especially tli 
young who aspired towards Palestine. But all that was founded and 
cultivated during these years m the way of private and public courses 
ol study, lectures, everung classes, schools and other means and centres 
of instruction, all the introductory and instructive books and almanacs 
that were and published, represent astonishing performance 
which will finally, given favourable . circumstances, have also its 
religious ellect, 

There 1s searcely a Jew in Germany who did not take part 
this spiritual movement, and in this respect German Jewry has indee 


stood the test of difficult times in a great and brilliant manner. 


Do not forget, though, that Jewish knowledge is not yet Jewish 
rehgion or relimmousness, even though so-called learning has with us 
always been just as clearly a religious function as, say, praying 
This hunger for learning was, in any case, entirely compatible with 
the superficial tactics of that secularising tendency which German 
Jews still emploved even in these hard times in order to withstand 
their tragic fate. 

If, to conclude, one looks deep enough in surveying and examin- 
ing these last few vears, with regard to German Jewry and its religious 
reactions, one can, after all, recognise its being guided by certain 
distinct laws. 


“Shame and Bitter Self-Examination” 


There cannot be any doubt that the really religious effect of that 
period was strongest the farther distant from Judaism and _ religious- 
ness the blow fell. Particularly the converted and half-converted Jews 
experienced such an appalling catastrophe that in their case one could 
frequently speak of really stirred emotion and of deep remorse. The 
writer of these lines has known families who began, all of a sudden, to 
light Sabbath: candles and on Friday mghts to read aloud to their 
children from the German Buble, since their entire ignorance of prayers 
and of Hebrew made any other form of reaction inpossible. Tlie 
numerous converted Jews returning to Judaism frequently did so 
with such moving fervour that those who were used to visiting the 
Svnagogue every Sabbath could not help viewing their devoutness 
with shame and bitter self-examination. 

Thus and there did the vitality of our people stand the test and 
prove that sufficient religious reserves exist to let us believe in a 
Jewish future in the highest sense of the word. 


Jewish Criminality” a Myth 
Lie Demolished by Official German Figures 


In. view of the bestial anti-Jewish campaign carried on 1” 
Germany and Nazi efforts to depict the Jews as a “ criminal race, 
it is instructive to note official statistics of crime among Jews 11 
Germany which were published recently by WIRTSCHAFT UND 
STATISTIK. ‘The -figures show clearly that for serious offences, Jews 
had a very clean record, and were convicted in considerable numbe! 
only for alleged cases of insult, passport offences, negligently inflicting 
injuries, fraud, ete., that is, in cases where Nazi bias can find full play 

According to the 1933 census, the purely Jewish population 1 
Germany amounted to 0.77 per cent. of the total population. (The 
percentage is now slightly less.) In the first three months of 1956, 
the figures show lorty-one Jews were convicted for theft, constitutin 
0.22 per cent. of the total number of persons so convicted. No Jews 
were convicted for counterfeiting or for serious cases of receivin 
stolen property. Only eleven Jews were convicted for light cases ©! 
receiving stolen property and only a total of twenty-five Jews wer 
convicted for offences against morality, constituting O50 per cent, oO 
the total number of convictions. Convictions of Jews for negligent!) 
inflicting injuries totalled 148, or 1.78 per cent. of the total number; vd 
Jews were convicted of cases of fraud, constituting 0.9 per cent. of tne 
total number: 81 Jews were convicted in cases of insult, constituting 
0.96 per cent. of the total number; 683 Jews were convicted in cases ©! 
other offences, constituting 2.52 per cent. of the total number. 

A total of 267 Jews; or one-fifth of ‘all convicted Jews, were 
convicted for passport offences. These Jews were mostly aliens, 
Staatenlose, who had experienced great difficulties with their docu- 
ments in Nazi Germany. Of 419 persons convicted for offences 
against currency laws, only 21 were Jews; 39 Jews were convicted tor 
maintaining relations with “Aryans” contrary to the Nuremberg laws. 

Finally, it must be remembered that all these cases were tried by 
Nazi courts, which certainly exhibit every prejudice against Jews, and 
cannot be accused of being lenient towards them,

As both 
Jewish employers and employees will now have to make their applica- 
tions to the general labour exchanges, and as the Nazi authorities are - 
certain to attend first to the appheations of non-Jewish unemployed, 
Jewish employers are being urged by communal leaders to ask labour 
exchanges to send them Jewish applicants for work. 

The Nazi Wesrpeurscner Beosacuter, of Cologne, demands the 
enactment of a law prohibiting Jewish businesses from employing 
“Aryans,” and especially “Aryan” girls and women.

Dr. Parkes Blames the Church 


Centuries of Biased Teaching 
THE MASSES PREPARED FOR SEED OF ANTI-SEMITISM 


The Rey. Dr. J. W. Parkes. author of “The Jew and his Neigh- 
hour,” delivered a luncheon-hour address on “The Treatment of Jews 
by Christians,” in connection with the Modern Churchmen’s Union 
course of addresses at St. Edmund’s Church, Lombard Street, E.C., on 
Wednesday. 


Dr. Parkes considered that the biggest blot on the history of the 


Tet oat 


Church throughout the ages had been its treatment both of Judaism 
and of the Jewish people. Historically the responsibility for the creation 
of anti-Semitism lay upon the Christian Church, Of all the freaks of 
modern anti-Nenutism, the most fantastic was, perhaps, its growth 
in Japan, where, he supposed, the number of mmportant Jews could 
be counted on the fingers of one hand. The movement had its origin 
in centuries of history, centuries of belief, so that 1t had to-day become 
practically independent of the activities of Jews themselves. 

Anti-Semitism, said Dr. Parkes, had been created by the Church 
not out of hatred of ther Jewish nehbours, but out of a theological 
necessity. The theologian and preacher created a picture of the Jew 
which led to popular hostility which, in its turn, created the modern anti- 
Senntism., This picture was a by-product of the necessity of proving 
ther claims to be the true Isracl. It should be remembered, he said, 
that this deseription of the Jews as a people “given up entirely to 
wickedness” was, froma the theologian’s point of view, God's own 
description of the Jewish people. Dr. Parkes said that from the- year 
1096 onwards the idea of blaming the Jew for everything that went 
wrong had becoi® a popular idea in the munds of the masses. 

“So long,” declared Dr. Parkes, “as we teach in the churches that 
the Jews mvoked Lipon themselves the blood of the cruciixion, and 
AS We Ger onl hung that Judarsin mass ot and and 
laws, so we shall be responsible for preparing the minds of the people 
for thé seed that the Nazis and anti-Semites have sown.”

Re-organisation For New Campaign 
"THE BLACKSHIRTS ARE LOSING GROUND” 


[From our Special Correspondent} 


The ex-Servicemen’s Movement against Fascism and Anti- 
Semitism is being re-organised, prior to the beginning of an intensive 
propaganda campaign. It has some 7,000 members enrolled and has 
branches in most of the principal towns of England, with contacts in 
Scotland and Wales. The great majority of its members are non- 
Jews, and it is only in the East End of London and in Leeds that 
there are many Jews in the branches. Recent recruits to the move- 
ment have included: Lieut.-Col. Father Iredell, of St. Clement’s Church, 
Barnsbury, Lieut.-Col. Delahaye and Commander Pursey, R.N. 

“TI believe that the Blackshirts are losing ground,’ Mr. MeKennie, 
the Secretary, told me, “ and it can be said, with some assurance, that 
the menace of Mosley Fascism is not as threatening as it has been. 
Last Sunday morning, at Aske Street, Shoreditch, a Blackshirt meeting 
had an audience of only one person, and closed down within twenty 
minutes. Among the Hoxton Blackshirts there 1s quarrelling and 
discontent, one of the chief reasons being the introduction of * 
boys > with Oxford accents to take the place of the local leaders. 
latter have, in many cases, left the B.U.P. 
longer receiving any payment for services, 

“ T-am told,” he went on, “that Dixie Dean, formerly. very active 
in the B.U.F., is now a newspaper vendor. The danger of Fascism 
eomes from other quarters and Mosley and lus Blackshirts are only 
being used for the moment .by those in authonty. We have had 
picture postcards printed reproducing a photograph taken in 1926 
of Sir Oswald Mosley and Lady Cynthia with some Amencan Jewish 
Socialists, and 1t.1s amusing to note that Blackshirts are buying them 
by the score. Recently, William Joyce himself bought one. The great 
need of the moment is funds, and although we are having a benefit on 
February 25th at the Grand Palais, Commercial Road, E., for that 
purpose, we would greatly appre late any donations mnade to aid us 
in our fight against reaction and anti-Semitism.” 

The Chairman of the South Essex Branch, Mr. Saunders, told m 
that his branch. had some 850 members, of whom the majonty were 
non-Jews, and of whom more than thirty were former Blackshirts. He 
believed that im lus.area, too; the influence of the Blackshirts was 
oa the wane.

THE MISSION OF MRS. FRIEDRICH ENGEL 


Mrs. Friedrich Engel, of Czechoslovakia, has recently been mm this 
country to try to interest the Jewish Community. here in a special 
branch of the work of the Tarbuth Organisation in her own country. 
The existence of an area in Europe where there is a large Jewish 
population living in a manner that has rheit changed since mecheval 
tunes mnay seem incredible to many Jews here.

Modernising a “ Medieval Backwater’’ 
THE MISSION OF MRS. FRIEDRICH ENGEL 


Mrs. Friedrich Engel, of Czechoslovakia, has recently been im this 
country to try to interest the Jewish, Comununity here min Sper inl 
branch of the work-of the Tarbuth Organisation in her own country. 
The existence of an area in Europe where there is a large Jewish 
population living in a manner that has not changed since medieval 
junes nay seem incredible to many Jews here.

Jewry and Democracy 
From Mr. JOSEPH LEFTWICH 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Mr. Zukerman, to judge from his letter in your issue of the 
25th ult., appears worried about Zangwill’s reputation. Zangwill always 
said what he meant, without worrying how other people would take it. 
Zangwill was not a democrat, nor a pacifist, nor a Socialist, as Mr. 
Zukerman thinks. He believed that ‘“‘there is no particular merit in 
heing a ‘what’; that men are not necessarily ‘ists’ or ‘ites.’ "’ He could 
not agree that one ‘‘party is purest white and the opposition party 
impurest black.’’ He was a great man who hated cant and meaningless 
phrases and who always fought for the under-dog, no matter by whom 
he was oppressed. In May, 1919, he declared: ‘‘] would be no honest 
advocate of liberty if I endorsed the Russian method of imposing Socialism 
by brute force. And even Socialism proper, divorced from-violence, holds 
grave dangers for the human spirit.”’ Those who idealise the proletariat 
might ponder his words about ‘‘the yet uncivilised and brutalsed 
proletanat of Europe, from whose dictatorship heaven help us!’ And 
about ‘‘the panacea tor all social evils sought in matenal factors, with 
insufficient immagination to foresee the new evils that Socialism would 
substitute for the old, were its only half-truthful campaign successful.” 

[ think that Zangwill, too, would not understand how Mr. Zukerman 
disconnects Jewry from Judaism, which iw what anti-Semites have tried 
to do all througir the ages fhe Jewish martyrs went to the stake not

To join with the Socialists will not help us against 
In Germany, anti-Semitism onmginated and is gfowtng, 
in spite of Marx, Lassalle and Singer.”” “‘It would be lunacy for Jews 
to adhere to Socialism. which would de-J udaise then Many Jews 
will agree. with these views of Herz! Will they be un-Jewish? 
Inerdentally, has Mr. Zukerman read Karl Marx's anti-Jewish fulminations 
in his “Aur Judenfrage ’’. At one ot the recent Ziomst Congresses, 


Deputy Gruenbaum contrasted the demoeracy of the Zionists with the 
contempt lor democracy of the old Jewish leaders, the Re ths hilds arc 
othe Were these not Jewish’ Ber! Katznelson has recalled that at 
the First Congress there was no democracy: strenuth was the 
net the democratic elections.’’ 

Mr. Zukerman may make a fetish of democracy if he will, but he 
must not try to set it up as a Jewish fetish. I was amused by his 
eulogy of the French Revolution, as if Jewish Ife began with the French 
Revolution, or as if previously there was nothing in Jewish life but 
the ghetto. There are some Jews who regard the French Revolution 
and emancipation as the beguining of the Jewish tragedy. Herzl found it 
the cause of modern anti-Semitism. And Zangwill told us that with the 
Revolution and the break-up of the ghettos in Western Europe, the 
Jews found themselves exposed to a double disintegration, undermined 
from within and absorbed from without. This may be right or wrong, 
but it is not un-Jewish. And Zangwill wrote: ‘* ‘Liberty, Equality and 
Fraternity’ have never been more than a glow on the heart of the great 
and a formula on the lips of the little.”’ 

Anti-Semitism did not originate with Fascism or Nazism. There 
was no Fascism in Herzl’s time, vet he became a Ziomst because of the 
widespread anti-Semitism that made hun despauw of Propress was an 
error to think that what 1s called progress would end the Jewish question. 
Modern progress has made the political and social position of the Jews 
worse. 

Mr. Zukerman tells us that his stand is that of the Jewish People’s 
Council. But we know the Council does not speak fer all Jews, any more 
than the Christian Socialist League for all Christians or the British 
Labour Party for all British. And its attitude, as he explains it, 
sounds to me most un-Jewish on the only question that im Fascism 
interests Jews as Jews: anti-Semitism. ‘*Faseism has so entangled anti- 
Semitism with its general social programme that it is impossible to 
separate the two, even if it were desirable.”’ 

I did not suggest that Jews should not be democrats or Socialists 
or what they will. I am contesting the idea that as Jews they must be 
democrats or Socialists, and must not be anything else. !

The Drift from Judaism 


From Mr. DAVID COHEN 


To the Editor of Tas Jewten Curonicus 


Sin,—As a young man who has had experience of the social and 
cultural life of the East End of London, I fecl it my duty to congratulate 
you on your very apt and remarkable editorial in your issue of January Ist, 
it certainly is a most deplorable fact, that in East London, thousands of 
cultured and intelligent young Jewish mcn and women are leaving 
organised religion and casting behind them the claims and loyalties of 
Judaism. The question is: whither are they going, and why” 

If only we had in East London a spiritual leader capable of applying 
the ethics, morality, and the principles of our ancient religion, great and 
wonderful as they are, to the needs of present-day life, one who had the 
courage and moral conviction to practise instead of preach, to act instead 
of talk, then perhaps in East London we might recall the lost sheep of 
israel. 

Many young men and women are being attracted by religions outside 
Judaism, and are fascinated by the glamour of eclectic and mystica, 
philosophies, such as Theosophy, New Thought, Buddhism, Spiritualism, 
cte., particularly teachings of an Oriental origin and character. I have made 
it my duty to visit such districts as Kensington, Bayswater, Bloomsbury 
aud Lancaster Gate, where can be found the spiritual homes of the queer 
religions of London, and I was amazed to find the enormous number of 
young Jewish people, men and woincn, who are finding a new home and a 
new life in such philosophies and systems as Theosophy, Spiritualism, ete. 
‘This is another primary cause of the decay in East London of organised 
religion. Again our clergy are at fault. Apparently a study of compara. 
tive religion and philosophy is taboo by our spiritual leaders. [ submit it 
is those who are supposed to preach our religion who are the cause of its 
decay and degeneration. If only our Jewish youth knew something about 
primitive religion, fetishism, animism, ctc., and compared it to the beauty 
and nobility of a monotheistic creed, they would appreciate the crandecur 
and sublime doctrines of their own religion. 

{t is a fact that many young Jewish men and women arc: being 
converted intellectually and emotionally to the Christian religion, and in 
particular to the Roman Catholic Church. I have been greatly astonished 
to find in my contact with Christians cf differeht denominations (a) the 
number of Jewish Youth, of both sexes, who are intellectually converted 
to Christianity, particularly Catholicism ; the number of Jewish Youth, 
who altbotgh not converted, go to the Catholic priest, or the Church of 
England padre, for spiritual guidance and help. 

Why is this so, and what are our so-called leaders doing about if 
Again the answer is that they are silent, not realising the gravity of the 
position. Many young Jewish men and women have no knowledge of 
Jewish Philosophy and Apologetics. ‘The result is that 
Christianity not what cannot be found in the Jewish religion but what 
has not been presented to then. 3 | 

‘lo mention or discuss Christianity with some coreligionists, and 
particularly with some clergy, is inviting disaster, and at most Jewish 
institutions it istaboo. <A closer understanding of the Christian religion in 


the lizht of its Jewish origin and backgcround I am certain would in some' 


measure counteract the movement towards Christianity which is 
increasing daily. 

In Kast London hundreds of young people belong to. Holiday Camps, 
FecHowship Groups and similar institutions of a semi-political, cultural or 
soctulnature. Inthese sroups, in which the assimilative tendéncy Very 
powerful, Jewish youth finds itself “free,” and so Bohemianism of a kind 
is Shatching away from the Jewish fold in Kast London many of its young, 

Why this is so, perhaps the psychologist can explain, but one fact 
certain, and that is that too many Jewish clubs are narrow-minded and 
thettoish in their outlook, and too ricid in their discipline, particularl 
when they are controlled by so-called managers. The more rigid and 
narrow a Jewish club is the greater is the tendency to es ‘ape from it, to 
run away and be *’free.” Kast London is aliving example of it. That 


is why our Svynacogues are cmpty, our religion unappres iated, and out 
clergy scorned,

Another and most important cause of religious decay in East London 
is the fact that cur clergy sadly lack the courage, ability, and perhaps the 
now ledge, to apply the moral and ethical code of Judaism to the social 


und economic problems of modern industrial life with its attendant evils 
aml difficulties, 


lor instance: Is the exploitation of human labour for profit a moral 
immoral act in the light of Jewish morality’. What is the Jewish 
attitude “towards divorce, birth-control, sterilisation, euthanasia, and 
other social problems of extreme importance which are engaging and 
perplexing the greatest minds of our day eee outh, receiving no guidance 
on these points, goes elsewhere for a solution. Catholicism gives to 
Catholics an answer to social questions. .Whiy does not Judaism through 
its clergy give a Jewish answer to social problems in practical form 
Why is it that at most Jewish clubs, and with most of our clergy, discussion 
ou such matters is vetoed ? 

il have enumerated just a fow of the many factors which [ believe to 
be the cause of the state of affairs which exists in the Jewish Community 
of Kast London. Are our leaders aware of the problem? Do they realise 
its existence? It appears that they do not. What then is Jewish Youth 
todo but to go its own inexperienced and reckless way. which will 
ultimately lead to the disintegration of Jewish life?

The first words that I read on leaving the Royal Society of British 


Artists last week were the following, written by Walter Crane in 1898: 
“The desire to express and to communicate ideas seems to have 
unpelled man from the earliest and lies at the root of all art,” This 
seemed elementary, yet I could not help wondering what ideas most 
of the artists at the Society's 186th exhibition at the Suffolk Street 
Galleries were trying to express and communicate. There seemed, 
in fact, a lamentable dearth of ideas and an even more lamentable 
lack of urge to express anything at all.

Jew Killed in Czyzew Pogrom 
Anti-Jewish Hooligans’ “Day of Revenge™ 


The Fruits of Incitement 
BOYCOTT \GITATION REA HES NEW HEIGHTS 


One Jew was kifled and three others seriously injured on Tues- 
day of last week, in ere on the Jewish population. of Czyzew, 
near Bialystok. The a¥tack, which might be descr bed as a pogrom 
on a small scale, was organised to avenge two anti-Jewish agitators 
who bad been sent to a concentration camp by the authorities for 
committing acts of anti-Jewish hooliganism a few weeks ago. 


Ihe pogrom took place in the late afternoon, when hordes of 


hooligans. began their “ Day of Revenge” by swooping down on the 


Jewish township, attacking the Jewish passers-by in the streets 
and smashing the windows of Jewish houses. One Jew named 
Selig Jelin, aged thirty-six, had his skull fractured and was taken in 
m scrious condition tothe Jewish Hospital in Warsaw, where be died 


early on the following dav. Three more Jews, Israel Baron, aged 


fifty, Lippa Weinbrun and (traim. Jablkowski, were also brought to 
the hospital in Warsaw in a grave condition. A large number of 
Jews in the township suffered lesser injuries. 

Special police reinforcements were dispatched to Czyzew from 
Bialystok but were attacked by the hooligans on their arrival. the 
chief of the district police being slightly wounded in 


the clash 
with the rioters. 


The police later succeeded in restoring order and 
arrested thirty of the hooligans. The Bialystok authorities have 
now suspended for an indetinite period all public markets in the 
district of Wvsokie Mazowiecki. They have also interned four more

Communal Crisis in Warsaw 


Council Dissolved and Commissioner Appointed 
TRAGEDY OF JEWISH DISUNITY 


Notwithstanding all Jewish efforts to avert a communal crisig 
in Warsaw, the Government last week officially dissolved the newly- 
elected Jewish Communal Council and appointed M. Morycy Maisel, 
aformer Vice-President of the Warsaw Municipality and President 
of the Union of Jewish Traders, as Commissioner of the Warsaw 
Jewish Community, The Government also appointed an Advisory 
Council of ten members, consisting of representatives of the Agudath 
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Israel aud the Union of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, and several non-party 
persons, 

M. Maisel’s appointment was made in spite of a resolution 
adopted by the joint meeting of all the Jewish parties condemning 
the dissolution of the Communal Council and the appointment of a 
nominated administration as contrary to the will of the Warsaw 
Jewish electors and as a violation of the autonomous rights of the 
Jewish population, as guaranteed by the Jewish Communal Statute, 

The resolution further declared that the nominated administra. 
tion of the Warsaw Community would be determinedly opposed by 
the whole Jewish population and that if members of an¥ Jewisl) 
party accepted Gove: nment nomination, they would be expelled from 
their organisations. 

Members of the Zionist and Posle Zionist Parties and the Bund 
voted in favour of the resolution. Members of the Agudath Israel did 
not vote. The National bloc of the Council of the Warsaw Jewisl 
Community. to which M. Maisel belongs, also held a meeting to 
consider the situation and decided on expulsion for any membe: 
of the bloc who accepted nomination. It was pointed out at the 
meeting that when accepting his last nomination for election to 
the Council of the Jewish Commuaity, M. Maisel gave a written 
undertaking not to do anything which might lead to the destruction 
of the Community's autonomy. 

The Government view is that the various parties on the Com. 
munal Council cannot constitute a working majority, and that. th 
expenditure of the Council has been much too high. The Governor 
Gieneral of Warsaw, M. Jaroszewicz, in a statement sent to \M.. 
Masur. the retiring President of the Jewish Communal Executive, 
declared that the Council had attempted to deal with political 
matters and had failed to agree on the election of a Presidium. 
According to the terms of appointment, M. Maisel is only temporari!y 
occupying his new post. It is believed that a definite appointmen 
will only be made after a conference of the authorities with the 
Jewish communal leaders. |

Government's Proposed Immigration Bill 


Nationalists Want “Drastic Measures” 
SOUTH AFRICAN DEPUTIES’ STATEMENT 


\lthough the Government had already announced in Parliamen® 
the introduction of a new Aliens Bill which will still further 
curtail the number of immigrants entering the country, Dr. Malian, 
in the name of the Nationalist Party, this week introdu¢ ed amotiou 
censuring the immigration policy of the Government in allowing 
the recent German Jewish immigrants to enter South Africa, and 
also proposing to abolish Yiddish as a recognised European languag 
for Immigration purposes and to prevent aliens engaging in occupa 
tions, trade or work with a special Government licence. Dr. Malan 
claimed that his motion had.no connection with any movement ih 
@urope and had no inspiration from Herr Hitler-—a declaration 
which was received with cheers and laughter. 

Mr. Stuttaford, the Minister of the Interior, said that Dr. Malan 
had not attempted to discuss the immigration question, but m« rely 
the exclusion of Jews. He recalled to the House what great Jews 
had done for South Africa and deprecated the insult to 
Yiddish, “If we are not going to stand for justice and right fo. 
every man who is legally in this country, I say “God help South 
Africa.’ Mr. J, H. Hofmeyr, Minister of Mines, said it was absut i 
that South Africa, with its 2,000,000 white people, could not absor) 
the 2,500 Jewish immigrants from Germany last year. South Africa 
was richer for the enthusiasm and energy of the Jews. The debate 
was then adjourned, 

It is stated that the Government Bill is based on the princip'e 
that everyone isan alien except persons who are British by birth. 
The Bill was introduced in the House of Assembly on Wednesday for 
a second reading by Mr. Stuttaford. 

The BuRGER states that the Nationalist Party will support the 
Bill only if its terms will-clearly indicate drastic measures against 
immigration and not mere “ patch-work.” The Jobannesburg 5TA"; 
in commenting, expresses its doubts as to whether the Premier 5 
recent statement that the stream of immigration was growing daily 
was literally correct. Only uninstructed people, it states, can claim 
that an increase of the population of South Africa is in all circum- 
stances to be deplored. The newspaper expresses its confidence that 
the terms of the new Bill will not be specifically directed against 
Jews, as racial and religious legislation is inconsistent with 
either good sense or civilisation. It nevertheless hopes that the

The Bible and the Mandate 
REASON FOR TERM “NATIONAL HOME” 


Mr. Ben Gurion’s Evidence 


The members of the Commission visited Anunan during last 
week-end, had lunch with the Emir Abdullah and dined with Mr. 
Cox, the British Resident in Transjordan. The Emur discussed the 
situation in Palestine with them and handed them a memoranduin. 
In this document, the histone rights of the Jews in Palestine are 
rejected, and 1t 1s pointed out that the Balfour Declaration prejudices 
the Arab rights in Palestine.

Mr. Ben Gurion, Chairman of the Executwwe of the Jewish Aver 
in Palestine, gave evidence last week before the Royal Comonissi 
Among those present at the hearing of this evidence were two member 
of the Arab Higher Commuttee. 

Replying to a question by Sir Lauric Hammond, Mr. Ber Gurion 
said that they were not there ‘as plulanthropusts, were 
Palestine as: of mght. 

Referring to Lord Peel's remark to Mr. Shertok, wher he asked 
hun whether the Mandate was 
ther Bible, Mr. Ben Gunon said 
that the Bible was their mandate, 
amd the Palestine Mandate was 
only a recognition of this mght and 
did not establish anything new. 
He said that the international 
endorsement given to. the Jewish 
National Home was an end in itself, 
with the object of solving the 
Jewish problem and for the 
purpose of removing the historic 
crievanece' that the Jews had 
apainst the world. 


Continuing, the witness discussed 
the fundamentals of Zionism, link- 
ing up his statement with = the 
epening address by Dr. Weizmann. 
While insisting that Zionisin was 
justified in itself, irrespective of 
whether Jews conterred benefits on 
others, the witness emphasised that Mr. Ben GuRION. 
as a matter of fact the Jewish 
work in Palestine was beneticial to the rest of the population. it 
inherently SO ith the work fhe ar ws were done. 
submitted two main reasons why the Jewish National Home should 
he established iti Palestine. In the first place, Palestine Wiis tbe 

Nouls country which was historically regarded by Jews as their own. 
secondly, there was not another race w hue aS ii whole. consice red 
Palestine as its homeland. He proceeded to eniphasise the outstand- 
ing significance of Jewish labour in the national reconstruction, 
pointing out that the Jews were not buying or conquering the home- 
land, but re-creating it through their own efforts. That explained 
why they insisted that all their work, whether in the field or the 
factory, should be achreved by themsel ys s, as otherwise it would not 
be their own. 


‘‘Jewish Home’ instead of ‘‘Jewish State’’ 


Mr. Ben Gurion explained why the term “National Home’ was 
used instead of “Jewish State.’ Firstly, he said, the term “Jewish 
“tate” might have been interpreted as domination of the Arabs, 
which Jews did not want. They wanted to be free and not dependent 
on the mercy of others; and consequently they did not expect others 
to depend on the mercy of the Jews. Another reason was that a State 
unphed a separate political entity, which was also contrary to the 
wish of the Jews, who preferred that Palestine should remain con- 
nected with the British Commonwealth. Yet another reason for not 
using the words “Jewish State” was because Palestine was a country 
in which the whole civilised world was interested on account of the 
Hely places. But apart fron? those reasons, the term “Jewish National 
Home” was preferable because it embraced a larger conception than 
the term “Jewish State.” The latter term might be construed as 
giving full sovereignty to the Palestine Jews, including the right to 
refuse admission into the country of other Jews from the Diaspora, 
whereas the term “Jewish National Home” belonged to the entire 
Jewish people and gave the right to every Jew to return to Palestine, 
provided he did not displace the existing inhabitants. 

The size of the Jewish National Home, the witness said, had no

Asked by Sir Horace Rumbold how the Balfour Declaration was 
inconsistent with the Covenant of the League of Nations, the Mufti 
was unable to give a direct reply, and merely stated that the Balfour 
Declaration was prejudicial to the Arabs. 

The Mufti was closely questioned throughout by Lord Peel and 
Sir Horace Rumbold, who, however, were unable to obtain satisfactory 
replies substantiating some ot the statements he made. 

Asked by Lord Peel and Sir Horace Rumbold as to the nature of 
the Jewish pressure, the Mufti did not give a definite reply, but laid 
great stress on “Jewish designs on the Moslem Holy Places.” 

Lord Peel, Sir Laurie Hammond and Professor Reginald Coupland 
demanded that he produce proof of such designs on the part of the 
Jews, and the Mufti promised that this would be produced later. 

Lord Peel; “Do you think that the Mandatory Power would 
permit the Jews to destroy the Mosque of Omar and build on its 
place a Jewish temple?” 

The Mufti; “Yes, The Jews are capable of doing anything in 
Palestine.” 

He proceeded to make charges against the Jewish pervading 
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influence in the Administration of Palestine and also of the Jewish 
monopoly of the natural resources of the country, mentioning in 
particular the Rutenberg concession. 

Later the Mufti dealt with the underlying causes of the disturb- 
ances, which, he said, were due, firstly, to the fact that the Arabs 
were being deprived of their natural and political rights, and, secondly, 
to the policy persistently pursued by the British Government aiming 
at the establishment of a Jewish National Home in Palestine. He 
said that the present atmosphere of anxiety and disquietude could 
be improved only under three essential conditions: (1) that the policy 
of the Jewish National Home, which had proved to be a failure and 
which was endangering the national existence of the Arabs, be 
abandoned: (2) that both Jewish immigration and land sales to Jews 
be stopped immediately and entirely; and (3) that a treaty be con- 
cluded between Great Britain and the Palestine Arabs creating 
conditions similar to those in Iraq and Syria, elimmating the Mandate 
and establishing a national Government which would guarantee justice 
and progress for all; otherwise, he declared, the existing anxiety would 
continue, 

His statement was followed by a close questioning by all members 
of the Commission. Lord Peel pointed out that a proposal regarding 
the abolition of the Mandate could not be addressed to Great Britain, 
but only to the League of Nations, which would hand the Mandate to 
another power, to which the Mufti repled that the Arabs did not want 
a change of the Mandatory, but a treaty with Great Britain. 


What Would Happen to the Jews 


Replying to Sir Laurie Haramond’s question as to what should be 
done with regard to the present Jewish population in Palestine, the 
Mufti declared that every right would be granted to the Jews, whose 
position would be the same as in Iraq; but, he said, there were already 
too many Jews in Palestine.

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South African Jewish Board of Deputies will co-operate with the 
Giovernment to ensure that Jewish immigration is limited to the 
desirable types only. 


“Immigrants an Asset to the Country” 

The Board of Deputies has meanwhile issued a statement “* fg 
the citizens of South Africa” in reply fo the anti-Jewish agitation, 
“The Jewish Community, with other sections of South African 
citizens,” the statement declares, “ would like to see that only tha 
best type of immigrant, on his individual merits, enters the country, 
it, therefore, welcomes and encourages the prescription of qualifica. 
tions relating to the personal character, economic position, occupa. 
tion and cultural standing of intending individual immigrants. 

“ We cannot, however, agree that the interests of the South 
African nations can be served by the adoption of racial or religious 
discrimination against intending immigrants, so that their entry into 
the country should be governed, not by their individual qualifica. 
tions, but by the fortuitous circumstances that they do or do not 
belong to a particular so-called racial group or religious denomina. 
tion. South African Jewish citizens cannot accept, and will by every 
legitimate means resist the contention that Jews qua Jews should 
be prohibited from entering the country.” 

The statement goes on to deny that there exists any conflict of 
interests between the non-Jewish and Jewish citizens of South 
Africa. “There is in South Africa no branch of the national 
existence, cultural, social or economic, in which the Jew has not 
identified himself fully with the non-Jewish population. ... The 
patriotism of the Jew towards the country of bis birth or adoption 
cannot be honestly disputed,” it declares. “In South Africa, as in 
other countries, upon occasions of national emergency, the Jews 
have served their country in numbers more than equal to their 
general proportion of the population.” 

The Board also supplies figures which show that the Jewish 
population of South Africa amounted, in J956, to only 95,000, or 
175 per cent. of the total population, and not to 140,000, or about 
7 per cent. of the total. as mischievously stated by many antt- 
Semitic speakers. 

No less extravagant and misleading are assertions as to the 
volume of Jewish immigration,” added. “Actually, official 
statistics show that during the five years ended lbecember, 1955, the 
immigration of Jews from all countries together averazed 907 
persons per annum. ‘lhere was an increase in the namber of 
arrivals from Germany in 1936, culminating in the large figures of 
(ictober. The latter, however, were due to the enforcement of the 
new immigration regulations last November,’ The recent immigrants 
are “men and women of good character, physique and educational 
attainments, who will prove an asset to South Africa. Even in the 
short time that thev have been here, numbers of thetn have created 
new industries and new avenues of employment, from which the 
older South African population has materially benefited.

Fifty Dears Ago 


From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of January 14th, 1887 
A Jewish Heroine 


AmonG the items of foreign news published in our last ‘issue, appeared 
the announcement of the death of Mlle. Mayer, postmustress in a 
French provincial town. Her conduct during the war of 1870-71 was 
patriotic and heroic in the extreme. At that time, Mile. Mayer 
was postmistress at Molsheim, situated at the foot of the Vosges. 
When the Prussians captured the town, they offered to allow her 
to continue in the exercise of her functions, but she refused with 
the remark that one who has the honour of being a French subject 
cannot serve the enemy. In order that the letters which arrived 
by balloon should not fall imto the hands of the Prussians, she 
went to meet the balloons on their arrival and personally delivered 


the letters at their respective destinations. One day the brave woman 
received information that a balloon had descended in a neighbouring 
district which was occupied by the enemy. In all. haste, she 


proceeded to the spot, and effectually achieved her object by destroy- 
ing the balloon and concealing the sack of letters, She was, however, 
betrayed by a former employee of the post office (who had been 
dismissed owing to his dishonesty) and arrested. Escorted by 
soldiers, Mile. Maver was removed to Strassburg and there tned 
by court martial. At the trial, she declined the aid of counsel and 
proudly declared she had only done her duty. Owing to the sympathy 
which the population of Strassburg openly displayed for her, she 
was conveyed from there to Hagenau, and later on to Saverne. 
When at length peace was restored, the doors of her prison, in which 
she had been detained for seven months, were opened and she was 
free to return to her family. After a short stay in their midst, 
Mile. Mayer proceeded to Paris and applied to the Minister of Posts 
and. Telegraphs for a new appointment. She was told that she 
came too late, whereupon she replied: ‘‘How could I have come 
earlier? I have only just left prison.”’ Fortunately the post at 
Fleury sur Andelle fell vacant, and this was grven to her as a reward

MENTAL ATTITUDE TO SCHOOL 


Do modern children like going back to school’ ‘Theoretically 
we like toassume thatthey do. We remember the rigours of ourown 
school days and contrast them with the interesting and easy educa- 
tion our children receive to-day, - In the case of little children it is 
perfectly true that modern education has been so far transformed 
that in a great many schools, lessons for the very young are actually 
games, better organised and with more 
intricate equipment than can be 
supplied in the average home. But 
however much we sugarcoat the pill, 
the hard fact remains that our children 
have to learn to work, and to work at 
subjects they find difficalt and irksome. 
Educationists have to solve the prob- 
lem of how to make lessons sufficiently 
interesting for the young, for them 
voluntarily to make the necessary 
effort. And in the meantime, school 
is still school to the great majority of 
young boys and girls. School means 
lessons, and work, and trying hard to 
do the things at which you are bad. 

So the mental and psychological 
equipment of our children, which is as 
vital to their well-being and to their 
success as their material equipment, 
must be sensibly considered when they 
go back to school. Too rosy a prospect 
will not help them. They will only 
encounter disappointments, which may 
make them bitter and disinclined to do 
their best. It is far wiser to take child- 
ren into yétr confidence and explain to 
them as far as you are able your cireum- 
stances and the most likely outcome of 
their own educational efforts. They 
will know then just how much they 
can derive fromthe school to which 
they are returning. 


Many modern parents make confidante of their children even 
at a quite early age, concerning their own fiuancial position, and 
seek their sympathetic interest over money difficulties. It is 
thought in this way to inculeate the habit of wise thoughtfulness 
in the young by the practical and direct method of concrete personal 
example. But it must never be forgotten that a child's outlook on 
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life, even the outlook of a sophisticated and over-wise modern child, 
is different from that of his parent or of any adult. And one of the 
essentials to the child’s mentality is that sense of protection, which 
in modern civilisation must necessarily take the form of an assured 
income. ‘The chiid with too great a 
knowled ws of his parents’ monetary 
difficulties is in danger of developing 
nervous symptoms, simply because his 
sense of security has been destroyed at 
its most vulnerable point. He will have 
come to doubt his parents’ ability to 
Safeguard him and, according to his 
oWn sensitiveness, this knowledge may 
have very far-reaching reverberations 
on his subsequent character. 

There is all the difference in the world between constructive 
co-operation between parent and child concerning the latter's future 
well-being, and the type of confidence 
which is actually an attempt to make 
ihe child share the worries of its 
parents. The ideal home from which 
to send our children back to school 
may be increasingly difficult of realisa- 
tion. Nevertheless, it is an ideal, and 
its very essence is that stronghold of 
faith in, and respect for, the parents 
upon which Jewish teaching insists.

Parents Waning Interest 


The annual prize distribution to the pupils of the Redmans Road 
Talmud Torah was held on Sunday at the Troxy Cinema, Commercial 
Road, Stepney (kindly lent by the Directors, Messrs. Hyams Bros.). Mr. 
Phil. Hyams, the President of the Talmud Torah, presided, and he was 
supported by two Honorary Officers of the Federation of Synagogues, 
Messrs. D. Barnett and N. Fisher, the last-named also being a treasuret 
of the Talmud Torah. Councillor M. H. Davis, the President of the 
Federation, was to have presided, but was absent through indisposition. 
Mrs. J. Davis distributed the prizes and Mrs. L. Segalov presented the 
certificates. 

The Chairman said that each vear audiences became smailer at their 
prize distributions, which showed the lack of interest of the Jewish people 
mm the East End in one of the oldest and most inportant of Talmud 
Torahs. He appealed to the parents to show a little more interest and 
to get others to wive their support. Their mstitution had gamed respect 
in many quarters because it sent out boys into the world who became 
vsood Jews and good Englishmen. He referred to the great efforts made 
for the Talmud Torah by the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, to whom it was a 
erect. is. mcleect, if WAS to the whole ot the Kast Unfortunately, 
the Talhuwud Torah was in desperate financial straits, and unless the 
parents and others took an active interest the future would be vers 
sad indeed. 

Davan Dr, A. Feldman said that he came ta give encouragement to 
the cluldren and the parents, and especially those responsible for the 
management of the Talmud Torah and, last but not least, the teachers. 
He congratulated the pupils on their achievements and said that he only 
wished they had more pupils in that Talmud Torah, which was one of 
the ‘“‘big five’? and was noteworthy as the pioneer in teaching by the 
Iveith Bivrith method. There was a time when there was a rush for 
seats for a function of that kind. The changed position reflected the 
state of the Talmud Torahs, which were now no longer supported to 
the former extent. Many more parents should be present at that prize 
distribution. Parents should support the Talmud Torah in two ways: 
first, by sending more children, and, secondly, by supporting and supple- 
menting the work of the teachers by seeing to it that the religious 
observances were carned out m the home. If their Talmud Torahs and 
Jewish education went down, it would mean a danger point for the 
Communty. They eould only continue to live as Jews and do their duty 
to the world if they instructed ther children im a knowledge of the 


Torah. In conclusion, Davan Feldman moved a: vote of thanks to the 
headmaster, teaching staff and management. 
The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom thanked Dayan Dr. Feldiman; who. he 


said, always placed his services at their disposal and had given them 
support since that Talniud Torah was established. He also thanked Mrs. 
Davis, Mr. and Mrs. L. Segnlov, Mr >. Barnett, Mr N. Fisher, the 
Hyams fannly and especially Mrs. Hyams, the President of the Ladtes’ 
sox ety. Mr. Goeldbloom seid the Torah had been existence 
for thurty-tive years and had tramed several generations of Jews, who 
were remdenng great service not only to the London and Provincial 
Conmununities, but to Palestuman Jewry as well; It was now £700 in debt.

The Samuel Family of Liverpool 


A correspondent writes : 

The note which was published in a recent issue of Tue Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, entitled “ The Montagu Samuel Family,” constituting as it 
does a distinct contribution to Anglo-Jewish histonography, is of great 
importance to those interested in historical and genealogical origins, 
but in the writer s respecttul subnussion 1s hable to cause contusion in 
the minds of rewany., both on account of its heading and ecrTtain patent 
errors which, inadvertently no doubt, have crept into its contents. 
In respect of the heading, “ Montagu Samuel Family” is certainly as 
novel as it is obscure. Is there an implied or intended hyphenation 
so as to convey a reference to Eliakim Goetz and Samuel of Strehtz, 
the progenitors of the Yates and Samuel Family of Liverpool? If so, 
it should be mentioned that except for the rmarnage of Louis 
Samuel to Clara Yates, there is no connection between his great-grand- 
tit he Mena hem Kernpea, the latter s progeny, 
and the older family. Should the heading merely have been intended 
to refer to Menachenis great-crandson, Montagu Samuel, and the 
latter's offspring, then it is meaningless without the nomenclatural 
transmutation which im fact took place. Montagu Samuel (1832-1839) 
became Saruel Montagu when he entered the Liverpool Institute in 
1839; and it is Samuel Montagu, not Montagu Samuel, who’ beeame

Nazism in 1933 


Miss Sally Carson's Sincere Picture 


‘Crooked Cross,” which is presented this week at the Westminst« 
Theatre, is a deeply moving and sincere picture of a typical German 
family which was seduced into Nazism by that creed’s hysterical! 
mysticism and its specious promises. The events oceur in the days 
of 1933 when the Party foreed its way to supremacy and seized powe: 
largely owing to the political ramaturnity of the German people. 

The play was reviewed 1n these columns when it was first produced 
in Birmingham a vear or two ago. There have been, to the best of m) 
recollection, a few shght alterations, but the piece remams a sincere 
and completely unpropagandist examimation of the kind: of people who 
fell for the Fiihrer’s permcious creed—some because in a weird emotions! 
confusion they were led to believe that Nazism offered a direction fv, 
their lives, some because the Party offered them jobs, some because th: 
organised thuggery of the Party was a psychological compensation 
their sense of personal cowardice, and some just because they found 
all around them info Hitler's ranks.

The characterisation beautifull, developed. Lexa IS A 
hving personality whom we ean watch expending it} nobility iis the blow 
of fate descend upon her Helny, her gentle, confused brother, led by 
his verv confusion into the Nazi ranks, ts another amazingly believabl 
character; and even the Jess prominent persons in the play, the fath 
(faultlessl, performed by Trouncer), the mother (well represented by 
Georgette Thierry). the vounger brother and the old Jewish father (nent! 
played by Mark. Dignan are utterly credible people. 

As Lexa, Atine Firth gives a very satisfactory performance, and th 
voung Jewish doctor of Clement MeCallin is a forceful pnece of work 
though suffering occasionally from maudibility. Stephen Murray's Helm 
is beautifully conceived He fully revenls this most pitiful aspect of 
Nazism, which the author has drawn with such sincerity

A VITAL AND EXCITING PERFORMANCE 


OF the halt-clozen or so outstanding Hamlets we have had sinc 
the War, Laurence Olivier, who plays the tithe role mm this latest 
production at the Old Vie, gives us far and away the most vital and 
exoting version of the character. 

As a result, the tour hours which it takes to present the play 
im ws entirety slip away at incredible speect, and one can honestly sat) 
not only that there is not a dull moment-——this apphed also to the 
extraordinanly fine acting of Maunce Evans in “entirety” production 
am year or Ss0 nue but that there is not a moment in which the tension 
and inner excitement of the audience is allowed to vanish. There .1s 
Variance Lt the cle ree Tension. of Course Shakespeare saw to that 
But the emotional deinmance over the audience never breaks from 
heginmng to end. And this leads me toe point out again how incomparablys 
liner this great play is when given im full than when cut, howeve: 
deftly. Over and above the magniticence of language, the eternal value o! 
the thought, the amazing freshness and vigour of the msight, the play 
has, as a whole, a certain architechtome grandeur that ts spoilt by cutting 

The vigour of Mr..Ohvter’s periormance 1s quite astonishing. It 
entirely new Hamlet that he presents. What much more tnportant, 
it is entirely convincing. At times, the speed of his acting and speaking 
is breathless, the neurotic, hectae gushing of a nund that pours itsell 
forth un all the morbid bnollunee of distorted purpose. We all know that 
type of pent-up, bursting excitability so neturally associated with the 
Hamlet kind of person 

On the other hand, the sty le which Mr. Olivier has adopted robs tb 
of much of the magniticence of the language. Lines that should mng n 
our ears hke organ notes, flutter past in the whirlwind of his excited 
tury; and we strive to repeat them in our memory for their very lovel 
ness. In his quieter moments, Mr. Olivier shows us a certain hardness o! 
voree which misses the unfading glory of the woods, but always he keeps 
tightly gnpped the thought, the image or the argument—so that what 
we lose in the poetic word we gam m the poetic ulea. The excitability 
vl this Hanilet should involve corresponding penods ot profound 
depression to be true to character, and it is here perhaps that Mr. Olivier’s 
Hamlet fails. He is never in those agonising depths. When the moods 
of exaltation pass, he becomes much more the philosopher intrigued in 
human problems than the introvert burrowimg in his unhappy thoughts. 
There is also a note of inappropriate self-satisfaction in his reflections on 
the fate of Alexander's dust and a lack. of seli-pity in the dying scene, a 
quality which might well have been allowed to peep out to round off the 
character. 

The Polonius of George Howe is in all points admirable. Robert 
Newton looks the part ot Horatio, but spoils a manly performance by ut 
habit of dropping his voice at the end of sentences. As the Kung, 
Francis Sullivan looks every inch a Claudius, but is not at home altogether 
in his speaking of blank verse, Cherry Cottrell is as convincing 49% 
Ophelia mad, as she is ineffective in that character’s sane speeches. 
Torin Thatcher is a deliberate Ghost and Dorothy Dix is moving as the 
Queen. The Fortinbras of Marius Goring is a resplendent performance 
and Michael Redgrave makes an excellent Laertes. 

Mr. Tyrone Guthrie’s producing is thoroughly satisfactory, except 
that the falling of the Queen from a platform im the last act somewhat 
conflicts with the majesty of the happenings. 


“Night Sky” 
THRILLING AIR WAR PLAY AT THE SAVOY 


Dr. L. Du Garde Peach has written a play which is thrilling and 
which has the rare quality of presenting a topical problem with great 
sunity and balance and without a trace of tediousness. 

In view of this achievement, one may well excuse certain unconvincing 
features which have been due to a wise compression of time and which, 1 
consequence, strain probability to the poimt of complete unlikelihood. 
His story is of an air attack upon London, The first round of the contest 
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for desperation, but with far greater effect, saves the 
The author's message is the perfectly logical one that while 


the nations that are still sane to neviect their air defences. There Is aleo 
a fair statement of the case for pacifism, and Dr. Peach very judiciously 


shows how a reasonable pacifist, m view of European conditions—which, 
in other words, mean the rise of bloodthirsty and ruthless dictatorships 
armed to the teeth—can combine his unshaken belief in pacifism with a 


decent determination to defend civilisation, if neces vary by force, against 


the new barbaristn. 

There is a faithful sketch of a Hun airman who is foreed down and 
who voices the humourless brutality of the Nati creed. It is to be hoped 
that those who have not war expenence to contirm the realism of thi 
little pieture will not in thetr ignorance dismiss it as imeredible—though 
no decent person could be blamed for wanting to think it so. The whole 
of the action of the play takes place in a suburban house far enough awav 
from the scene of destruction to save us the horrid noise of explo bons. 
All we hear trom time to time ts the droning of the "planes. There } 
plenty of humour provided by the clear-sighted nnperturbability of the 
middle-aged aunt and the innocent inanity of the mother of the family. 
Occasionally the tension of the excitement is allowed to suffer from delavs 
m plot; and the conclusion, with the nnprobable ringing of belle, does 
not quite come off. The author should have bethought himself that it 
was worth while risking a break with the general eraze for understatement 
and national modesty. Had he consluded with a message of stirring hope 
for the great ideals for which, it is mciculous to deny, this country stands, 
though a few might pretend to see it as ** flagwagging,’’ the bulk of the 
audience would leave in a heartier, less dispinted mood.

The Horse That Prayed 


By AUNTIE 

NE of my nieces wrote to me the other 
day to complain about the behaviour 
in the Synagogue she attended, and 
what she\desenbed certainly did not 
sound seemly for the House of God. But one 
may carry decorum too far if it means the 
suppression of religious fervour so that worship 
degenerates into a cold formality. This 
reflection reminded me of a story I once heard 
of the Dubnow Maggid, the famous preacher 
who did so much to strengthen the religious 
life of the Polish Jews two centuries ago. His 
full name was Jacob ben Wolf Kranz. He was 
born in 1740 and spent eighteen years at 
Dubnow, with which town lus name has ever 

since been associated. 


A COMPLAINT 

He once visited the little town of Burlenka, 
near the Austrian frontier, and the first to 
greet him were a number of poo! poople who 
gathered timidly round the house where he 
lodged. The Maggmd imvited them in—he 
always had a kind word for humble folk—and 
asked them how it fared with them. They 
told him that they could not pray (they called 
it davenen) properly any more as the heads 
ot the Community were all for “deeorum,” and 
when anyone raised his voice in worship he 
was greeted with a loud “Hush!” This 
crushed ther devotional spuit and they no 
longer felt at home in the House of God. The 
Maggmd pronused that he would see what he 
eould do. 

THe WaAGER 

The next day was a Sabbath, and. the 
Mageid was invited to give an address im. the 
svnagorue. He told the following story 
There was, he said, a wealthy Count who gave 
a hunting party to which he invited the nobles 
of the surrounding distnct. Much wine was 
drunk and the company got very luilarieus. 
The conversation happened to. turn on the so- 
called Moshkos, as the Jewrsh bailiffs of the big 
estates were called, and each one was boasting 
that he had the cleverest Moshko. “I’m sure 
mine is the cleverest,” said the Count, “and 
so sure am I that I am prepared to wager this 
castle that in tour weeks Itzig could teach a 
horse to daven.” (He knew the Yiddish 
word.) “Done!” cried several of the guests, 
and one wagered his house, another his horse,
